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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The drawing figure 4 is objected to because the lead line for the reference numeral "221" 
is pointing at an incorrect location. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 1, line 19, the 
term "An" is improper and should be changed to -A- in view of the following term "logo". 
Page 1, line 24, there is a typographical error such as the term "lectronic". Page 4, line 27, there 
is a typographical error such as the term "the" and it should be changed to -then-. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1 to 9 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1, line 1, 
the term "A" is improper and should be changed to -An- in view of the following term 
"illuminated". Appropriate correction is required. 

5. Claims 1 to 9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the objection set 
forth in this Office action. 

Claim 1 is considered to have allowable subject matter because the prior art does not 
show a groove arranged on the casing for receiving the logo and having a first opening, a lid 
positioned above the casing and a predetermined distance away from the casing, the lid having a 
through hole corresponding to the first opening, a light transmitting device positioned in the 
through hole and the first opening, the light transmitting device having a first end surface and a 
second end surface, wherein the first end surface is faced to the first opening and the second end 
surface contacts the light guiding plate for guiding lights of the light source to the logo via the 
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light transmitting device and the light guiding plate to illuminate the logo. Claims 2 to 9 further 
limit claim 1 and as such are also considered allowable. 

Conclusion

disclosure. 

An et al., Fite and Baldwin are cited to show other pertinent illuminated logo devices.
